er in the meantime writing down all the 
facts he wanted for his linal report. 
" 'Drive on,' he said briefly to the man

LINCOLN'S ATTACK OF SMALLPOX. 


It Was a Well Defined Case, Tliouprli 


Not Verr Severe. 


"Though the official records of the Dis- 


trict do not substantiate it, it is a matter 
of fact and in the memory of the older 
physicians of the city," remarked a well 
known physician to a Star reporter, "that 
President Lincoln suffered from an at- 
tack of smallpox while he was president. 
lie was confined to his room for several 
weeks, though except for three or four 
days, while the disease was at its height, 
ho signed all official papers that required 
his persona! signature. 


"Though iht authorized publication 


was made at the time that the attack 
was a mild case of varioloid. it was a 
well defined case of smallpox, though not 
very severe. The health board of the 
city was not as particular about reqt/r- 
iivg smallpox signs to be hung out then 
as during later years, hut the yellow 
flag was placed on the White House door. 


"The president was attended by flu 


army surgeon. It was understood that he 
contracted the disease from a visit of an 
Illinois officer who was a patient at ICalo- 
runia hospital, where there were many 
hundreds of patients from smallpox dui'- 
ing the winter of 1SG3-4. Indeed small- 
pox was epidemic that "winter, and mauv 
soldiers, as well as civilians, died from it. 
President Lincoln was the only one in the 
White House who suffered from it. 


"During his recovery he wrote a letter 


to n personal friend which found its 
way into the newspapers and which Las 
been referred to in many of the lives of 
Lincoln which have been published, in 
which he said: 'For the first time I have 
plenty to divide up and can, 1 think, fully 
satisfy all who come, for I am told I 
have smallpox enough to accommodate 
all seekers. 
I am glad to add that if 


everything turns out as the doctors in- 
form me I shall be in better shape to 
receive my friends in about one week." 


"Under the circumstances, so as to cre- 


ate as little alarm as possible, the cansc 
of President Lincoln's illness was kept 
from the public for nearly two weeks, 
but afterward no secret of it was made. 
It was amusing to read the publications 
which were made nt the time in regard 
to the president's illness. Several of the 
New York papers persistently denied all 
the way through that he was sick at all. 
while in several southern papers that 
came through the lines the statement 
was made that not only was the presi- 
dent sick, but that he had smallpox of, 
the most virulent type nnd that his death 
from the same, w»s regarded as certain. 
For a week or so, while the president 
was at the worst, his .family, m a matter 
of precaution, were guests of a friend nt 
n country residence near Silver Springs, 
,Md."—Washington Star.

>The; screw propeller is very simple iri 
principle and construction, and yet it iu 
:«o1*effectiv£ that no substitute for it is 
likely to be found for many a decade to 
come.' In operation it' is 'the windmill 
reversed. 
The propeller consists of a 


shaft projecting from the stern of,the 
ship and terminating in a set of blade's, 
usually three or four in number, - all 
placed at '.he same angle. The shafts 
are revolved by means of the ship's en- 
gines, and the resistance developed by 
the propeller blades revolving in the wa- 
ter drives the vessel forward. 
If a ship 


were firmly fastened so that she could 
not move forward and the engines were 
kept in motion, the movement of the pro- 
pellers would develop fl powerful current 
in the water astern. Where it is a ques- 
tion of the relative resistance of the 
ship's bulk and the water that of the 
water is always •greater, and, owing to 
the fact that the power is applied direct- 
ly at the stern, there is less loss of ener- 
gy than in the case of side wheels. Es- 
pecially is this true in ocean navigation, 
where the rolling of the vessel from side 
to side often caused the old fashioned 
wheels to lose their grip of the water. 
The adoption of the screw propeller im- 
mediately reduced the time of an Atlan- 
tic voyage from 20 days to about 14 days. 


In comparison with the size of the 


great ocean steamer the dimensions of 
the propellers which drive her through 
the water at the rate of 2j miles or more 
per hour seem hopelessly inadequate, 
i'or instance, if one stands beneath such 
a ship when she lies in drydock and 
looks up at her great height and along 
her hundreds of feet of length it seems 
impossible that the propellers can fulfil; 
their task. As a matter of fact, however, 
their efficiency depends upon the speed 
with which they are revolved rather than 
upon their size. 
Nor are they small in 


themselves. 
The propellers of a steam- 


ship of the hifgest size, together with the 
stern tnbes tn which they are carried 
weigh dose to 100 tons. Moreover, they 
are one of the most expensive portions ol 
the ship. The propcllerS'are so essential 
to the ship's progress that they are made 
of the toughest metal obtainable. Nick 
eled steel was formerly employed for this 
purpose, but at the present time man 
ganesc bronze is tbe favorite material 
Manganese bronze costs in the neighbor 
hood of $000 ner ton, and this makes the 
total cost of a pair of three bladed screws 
amount to $50,000 or $00,000.—Ainslee's 
Magazine.

Although the artificial limb industry or 


Chicago is restricted to an annual output 
of about 1,000 legs, arms, hands, feet 
and parts thereof, it la as large and as 
mportant an industry in its field of op- 
eration as the most mammoth of the 
manufacturing: enterprises. The average 
mce of limbs ranges, from $60 to $100. 
The art of making artificial limbs dates 
lundreds of, years before the Christian 
era, but modern Chicago makers are 
splicing pieces and making whole limbs 
:or every civilized country in the world. 
3nly about 50 people are employed in 
factories, but most of-them are men of 
decided mechanical ingenuity. In addi- 
jon to the most careful adjustment of 
Jje several parts of the joints, accord- 
ng- to existing devices, they are constant- 
.y experimenting on models for still bet- 
ter results. That, together with superior 
workmanship, is the reason why Chicago 
made artificial limbs are favorites tbo 
•world over. 


The makers do more than fill orders-- 


or at least some of them do. They 
the anatomy of man so as to have a bet- 
ter understanding of what is required of 
artificial limbs; besides, they keep them- 
selves well informed of the cause of the 
demand for limbs and the percentage of 
one kind over another. The proportion 
is ten legs or parts of legs to one of 
arms. Seventy per cent of the whole out- 
put conies from employees of railways 
and 5 per cent from passengers. Ten per 
cent comes from amputations necessitat- 
ed by "consumption of the bone," as they 
call it, 2 per cent from the army and 
navy and 13 per cent from miscellaneous 
causes. 


It is a curious fact that the elbow 


joint cannot be duplicated with springs 
and hinges; hence an amputation above 
the elbow causes almost a total loss of 
the arm, but an artificial arm may be put 
on so true to nature that it will deceive 
completely until there is use for it, when 
the fact is made very clear that at best 
it is only ornamental. But when the am- 
putation is below the elbow the arm can 
be spliced out, and even the fingers can 
be made somewhat serviceable. 


While it is found that n combination of 


leather and aluminium makes a lighter 
and yet stronger limb, with decidedly 
better knee, ankle und toe action, than 
other.materials, some experts still hold 
that wood is the be t material under nil 
circumstances, and they will make no 
other kind. 
The business of artificial 


limb making is called the "prosthetic in-

of adding to the human body some arti- 
ficial part in place of one that may be 
wanting. One who makes such artiticial 
parts is called a prothcticiau or pro- 
theti&t. 


Herodotus speaks of at least one man, 


an Alean, who procured a wooden foot to 
take the place of the natural one which 
he lost while escaping from a Spartan 
prison. Pliny tells of a man, 107 11. C., 
who wore an artificial hand of his own 
design tiud construction, and it was so 
well done that he could use it to wield a 
sword in battle. There are the remains of 
nn artificial leg in the museum of the 
.Royal College of Surgeons in London 
which was exhumed from a tomb at Ca- 
pura in 1858. 
The official catalogue 


says: "The leg is made with pieces of 
thin bronze fastened by bronze nails to a 
wooden core. 
Two iron bars, having 


holes in their free cads, are attached to 
the upper extremity of the bronze. 
A 


Quadrilateral piece of iron found near the 
position of the loot is thought to ha\c 
given strength to it. The ski-lcton had 
its waist surrounded by a belt of sheet 
bronze edged with small rivets, probably 
used to fasten a leather lining. 
The 


vases found in the tomb place the period 
nt about 300 years B. C." 


Since the fifteenth centnry artificial 


limb making has been a regular industry 
in nearly all countries. 


Not only many doctors, hut nearly nil 


the laity, have a notion that the amputa- 
tion of a limb shortens the life of the in- 
dividual, and also the greater the quanti- 
ty of the limb -cut off the greater the 
abridgment of life. But statistics contra- 
dict that theory flatly. By careful com- 
parison for half a centnry it is ascertain- 
ed that cutting off limbs—not all the 
limbs, of course—docs not shorten life at 
nil. Of the patrons of an artificial limb 
factory less than 25 per cent die during 
a term of over 40 years, and nearly ev- 
ery one ot them died from accident or 
old age, and not one died as the direct re- 
sult of being short a leg or an arm. It is 
claimed that there is no record of any 
one, or but very few nt least, who died 
of pulmonary or cardiac diseases who 
wore an artificial limb, except where the 
disease was contracted before the limb 
was amputated. Ilowever, the amputa- 
tion of limbs is not recommended by pro- 
theticians as a preventive of lung and 
heart troubles. 


Perhaps it has never occurred to many 


that the great body of wearers of artifi- 
cial limlje are poor people—that is, poor 
people in contradistinction to the rich. 
It is very rare tb<it a wealthy person is 
seen with an artificial limb, and the rea- 
son is clear enough. It is the man who 
works with bis hands in the mill, on the 
railway, in the mine, in tbe gangway of 
the steamboat and in the other avenues 
of employment where danger to limb nnd 
life is always present that has to repair 
himself with artificial bits <jt mechanism 
to splice out his once unbroken body. 
And so the question of the first invest- 
ment and the subsequent repairs of the 
delicate joints is one ^of no little moment 
to poor people, but they are necessary ex- 
penditures nnd have to be provided for. 
It means tinie lost and a heavy drain up- 
on wages for a long time. Investors have 
reduced all this to tbe minimum, owl 
competition obliges limb makers to me 
the- best of material and do their work 
well. This is particularly true of the an- 
kle joint, where the strain is always 
great and xvhcre tlic mechanism i« deli- 
cate ami complicated.—Chicago Chroni- 
cle.

The German Method* Cloudy 
Fol- 


lowed In Title Country. 


The United States vice consul at Mag- 


deburg, Germany, in an official communi- 
cation, says that efforts to ascertain how 
sauerkraut was manufactured there were 
insuccessful, because the concerns where 
ic asked for information look upon their 
H'ocess as a valuable business secret 
which is their chief stock in trade, and 
:hen be gives, as near as he could ascer- 
tain, the process of manufacturing this 
Jopular German food article: 


"Take a number of heads of white cab- 


jago, as fresh as possible, and cut them 
nto line, long shreds. Place in layers in 
Barrels or kegs, strewing salt over each 
ayer, using one-half pound of salt for 
each 25 cabbages. Press the mats down 
with clean feet, uooden shoes or a heavy 
stamper. Place a cover on the barrel, 
and upon this lay n heavy stone. This 
[nesses the sauerkraut more and con- 
servos it better. The sauerkraut must 
then be allowed to leimeiit in a cellar for 
trom three to eight days, according to the 
temperature of tho room. The barrel 
should then be tightly closed and kept in 
a cool place, preferably in a cellar. 


"Fancy grades arc produced by ponring 


white wino into the barrels after they 
aro filled, nnd apples, chopped very fine, 
are also sometimes mixed with the cab- 
bage." 


A local dealer who sells large riunnttti« 


of sauerkraut says that the process a« do 
scribed is conect, except the bare feet 
part.

hoblcr worked tor himself and sold his 
product by the quart, as hi* customers' 
wanted it. 
But it wasn't 'like mother 


used to make,' and to satisfy the fastidi- 
ous Germans the homemade article \vua 
Imported from Europe, and the Magde- 
burg sauerkraut became n popular niti- 
cle in the American grocery business." 


There arc several large manufacturers 


of the article in New York, one of whom 
said: "We have the same cutting and 
pi easing machinery here as they IIOM- in 
Europe, but the quality of the cabbngo 
is not quite up to that of the German ai- 
tide." 


The European article is imported in 


large casks nnd repacked here in small 
barrels, and one dealer pms it up in 
pound cans, which contain also a feu 
biunll pieces of German sausage eacli. 


''Kmpty one nf these cans into a pot," 


he .said, "and put it on a hot stove, and 
the smell will innke you think you are in 
a dorfkneipe. but it may also induce 
your neighbors to cull in the board of 
health."—New York Tribune.

Thrifty German Got HI* 
Acro»» One Hundred and Twentj 


i Mll<-» of Wild and Lonely Road la 


Nevada to a Railroad. 
"When I was attending to business in 


Pioche, Nov., a good many years »igo," 
said a veteran miner, ''the town was 120 
miles from a railroad and lacked a good 
many of the ornaments of a real high 
civilization. But the money part of il 
was well represented, and among the 
lucky chaps was Fred Schuster, a thrifty 
German from Frisco, ' who wandered 
out there and coppered the brewing busi- 
ness, lie had a brewery ivhich, hoTvevei 
good it might have been as a producer ot 
beer, showed promise enough for him to 
get $73,000 in cash out of it, not to men- 
tion a note or two, and Fred concludud 
at once to get out with his money and go 
back to the luxury of San Francisco. 


"It was easj enough to talk about, but 


there was that 120 miles over a wild and 
lonely road, and Pioche just at that time 
held 25 road agents who needed about 
$75,000 in their business and were hang- 
ing around waiting for the Dutchman to 
start for the railroad with his stuff. They 
didn't care for the notes especially, but 
they did want that cash, and wanted it 
bad enough to have spilled blood for it. 
Schuster knew all this as -well as they 
did, and at the same time he did not let 
up on his proposition to get out of town. 


"The boss saloon keeper and politician 


of the town was named Lynch, and he 
was a good friend of Schuster's. So was 
the livery stable keeper, Travers, an-J 
Travers had a pair of fine horses that 
could go the distance better than any- 
thing in that country. The three friends 
talked the matter over, ami next day 
Schuster announced that he would cele- 
brate his departure, which was to occur 
on Tuesday of the following week, by a 
wide open banquet the Friday night be- 
fore at the hall over Lynch's saloon. In 
the meantime Lynch came to me and told 
me to hold myself in readiness to go at a 
minute's notice to a mine of his a dozen 
or so miles down the road to put up a 
pump. 


"The banquet came off according to 


announcement and was the biggest sociul 
function that Pioche had ever kno\vn. 
All the town was out, including every 
road agent in the place, aud the cham- 
pagne tlowed like water. Schuster was 
there in a dyess suit—think of that, will 
you, in Pioche, ovor 25 years ago, and 
nobody offered to shoot holes in it! The 
host forced the festivities, so to speak, 
which began at 7 in the evening, and by 
10 o'clock most everybody was drunk, 
including Schuster, who seemed to be 
drunker than anybody. About this time 
I was calleii out, being duly sober, as I 
don't drink to excess, and, going down 
stairs, found Lynch at the side door with 
Travers' team of bays hitched to a bus- 
gy. 
There was nobody around the 


Streets, and I wondered what Lynch was 
doing there instead of being at the ban- 
quet, where I had seen him not half an 
hour before. 
He wanted to know if I 


was ready to start at once for the mine, 
and, although it was entirely unexpected, 
I promptly told him I was. I didn't have 
on my working clothes, but that didn't 
count for much there. He got out, and 
1 got in, and before I had got myself 
fixed Schuster, in his dress suit and as 
sober as I thought before be was drunk, 
joined us hurriedly and got into the bug- 
gy with me. He had a light overcoat 
around his shoulders that he put on be- 
fore he sat down. I didn't Quite under- 
stand what Schuster had to do with the 
pump, but before I could ask any ques- 
tions Lynch told me bo would explain 
after we got started and said it was time 
for us to be off. 


"We dro\e away slowly nnd quietly, as 


Schuster said he didn't want to wnkc up 
the police, and as soon as wo got beyond 
the town he told me we were to drive to 
the railroad and that he had his traps 
and his $75,000 iu gold iu the buggy. This 
was more than my contract called for, 
but I wasn't going to back out then, and 
hitting the horses a lick wo flew nlong the 
toad like a cyclone. I had always want- 
ed $75,000, it secuied such a nice poetical 
kind of a sum of money to have, hut 
now that I did have it I never was 
more uncomfortable1. I knew that it 
those road agents discovered Schuster's 
absence or guessed that he had skipped 
they would bo after us on horses, and 1 
did not like the idea of being chased for 
a few dozen miles nnd being shot out of a 
buggy.

*station and know we and the $75,000 


were safe, Schv.ster tapped himself on 
the bend with a peculiar German smile 
nnd said: 'Meppe I vas a Dutchmen vat 
don'd know somedings; aber nicht.' Then 
he waved his hand toward Pioche in 
farewell, lie wanted me to go to Frisco 
and stay .1 year with him. but 1 had oth- 
er business to attend to. When I got back 
to my team four days Inter, they were as 
good as ever, aud I went into Pioche as 
though I had not driven more than a 
dozen miles, hut everybody knew where 
I had been. The road agents had very 
little to say, but one of them told me, in 
speaking incidentally of Schuster, that he 
hated a liar."—New Xork Sun.

Ilo said 
the Montana delegation still seemed tu 
hi.re plenty of enthusiasm. 


lie apologized for not meeting them 


at the depot, saying he had been up for 
a •.unuber of nights reading bulletins of 
the convention, especially during the com- 
mittee discussion over the platform. 
He 


•was glad to know,% he said, the delegates 
wore more in earnest than himself. 


Mr. Bryan asked for Senator Clark, 


but was told that he was not in the par- 
ty. 
Later in the morning the Jack- 


sonian club of Omaha made a stop and 
called on the presidential candidate. Oth- 
er delegations arrived during the after- 
noon. 


Mr. Bryan does not expect to be able 


to give out any part of his campaign 
plans for several days. 


A Kansas City dispatch says: "Prac- 


tical fusion between the Populist and 
Democratic parties on the presidential 
tickets has boon decided upon by the 
Populist 
national 
committee. 
Unless 


present plans arc changed, however, the 
Democratic vice presidential candidate 
will not be indorsed, -whether or not

"Charles A. Townc has left for home

The modern fire. Jruck, besides carrying 
onjivr ladders and a greater variety of, 
them than tnc old time fire truck, has a 
far more elaborate equipment of coutriv- 
anccs.of one sort and another for use in 
gctliug nt and lighting lire. Improvements 
are constantly making in nil these appli- 
ances, and new things are being added all 
the time. 


On one of the Chicago trucks there are 


12 ladders, the loujrest of them an exten- 
sion ladder that can be raised DO feet. 
This ladder is of the kind that Is rfli«u>d 
on the truck, to which Its foot is secured, 
Uy means of cranks and. the mechanical 
appliances attached to It, eight ineti, fo«f 
of them standing on the truck and foUr 
on the ground, can raise this ladder, eJc- 
tended and ia position for Use, in 30 Bt'c> 
onds. Besides the 00 foot extension there 
is carried on this truck a 50 foot exlett- 
siou, which is taken off the truck when 
used and raised 'from the ground. There 
is also a 13 foot extension ladder, called 
a junior extension, which is used when 
there is occasion to carry a ladder inside 
of a building where the stairways might 
be narrow and where it would be impos- 
sible to carry a 15 foot ladder with solid 
«de pieces. Folded, a man can carry this 
ladder on his bhoulder almost anywhere. 


Besides the three extension ladders de- 


scribed,. there are on this truck two 80 
foot ladders, one 25 foot, one 20 foot ami 
one 10 foot ladder, and four 10 foot scal- 
ing ladders of the kind with which fire- 
men climb the front of a building, these 
haying each a single shaft of wood, with 
handles running through it to hold on by, 
and with a long benklike hook at one end 
at right angles to the shaft, which IB 
thrust through n window to rest upon 
the sill. Th(>n> arc carried on' the truck 
four scaling lielts to be used with the 
scaling ladders. 


There are carried on this truck four 


axes, ten crowbars and two picks, ham- 
mer headed on one side and pick pointed 
on the other, which are used for picking 
holes through walls to get into :in ad- 
joining building. There arc two tin cnt- 


Popu- i tors, long handled implements for cut- 
would ! t'US holes in the tin roofs and ripping 


up th'e tin. There are two window break- 
ers, iron bulls attached to a length of 
cord. 
A man on the roof throws this 


iron ball over the edge to break the win- 
dows with which it comes in contact ou 
its backward swing and so let out the 
smoke and ventilate the building. 
Uu- 


der the ladders away down at the roar 
end of the truck is a horse reel upon which 
there is one length of hose, which, by 
means of reduction couplings, can be 
coupled on to lire hose of any size. There 
arc also a lot of nozzles, one of which is 
called the distributer. 
This bus an at- 


tachment that whirls rapidly under pres- 
sure of water passing through it. 
The 


distributor is used in cellar fires. A hole 
is cut in the lloor, and the distributer is 
thrust through. 
» 


Another curious sort of pipe carried is 


the cellar pipe. 
This is n rather long 


pipe with two bends in it. The ccll;-r 
pip" is suspended from a holder standing 
on the ground, thus making it possible 
to swing the pipe and point in different 
directions. 
The bends in the pipe en- 


able the throwing of water to points thai 
could not' be reached with a straight pipe. 


There are two fire extinguishers with 


which to put out Miinll tires or to keep, 
if the truck should get there tirst, a the 
in check until :m engine arrives.

Few people are aware of tho fact that 


there is still in existence, with a Ports- 
mouth registry, a blockade runner of tho 
late war. She is still a stanch craft, and 
although she no longer fears the Jgpund 
ehot from a blockading lleot, she stilus 
about as lively.«« though she were seeking 
to escape from some swift pursuing cor- 
vet. Tho ex -blockade runner is the May- 
flower, Captain G. T. Taylor, and she is 
now used in the coastwise trade. Tn sum- 
mer she carries watermelons to "Baltimore 
or Jersey points and also to Washington, 
where at one time sho wos hold as a prize 
of war, snys the the Norfolk Virginian. 


The Mayflower was built primarily for 


the perilous •vyo'k sho was put to, and to 
that end she was made exceedingly fcisfc. 
Her keel was laid in Nassau, Woet Indies, 
end sho was launched there in 1802. 


Tho Con federates used herns a blockade 


runner in and out of Charleston harbor 
for n long while, anil she was so swift 
that tho United States cutters were unable 
to capture her. A t last, after making a 
magnificent dash for tho high sea, eho was 
caught in n dead calm. A United States 
gunboat bore down and nabbed her. Sho 
was taken to Washington, confiscated by 
the Federal government and sold under 
tho hammer. After tho war sho was used 
in the fishing business and finally taken 
to Norfolk andugciin sold, and for 18 years 
hho has been known anyone of tho fastest 
boats In Virginia waters.

Most Peculiar Aerial Composition of Any 


City In the World. 


Only by degrees are tho marvelous qual- 


ities of our London atmosphere becoming 
known. No city in tho world can boast 
such a peculiar aerial composition as that 
•which the inhabitants of the metropolis 
nnvo served to them dally and nightly, 
without money and without price, for 
neither tho government, county council, 
nor vestries have yet attempted to tax the 
highly initritiTo air which we breathe. 
Most people think that our atmosphere 
consists of practically nothing. Quite a 
mistake. It is both meat and drink. A 
paper contributed to the "Transactions" 
of the British Institute of Preventive 
Medicine states that even in a suburb tbo 
dust particles number 20,000 per cubio 
centimeter in the open ail and 44,000 in a 
quiet room, while in the city—O fortu- 
natos nimium!—the totals per cubic cen- 
timeter were 500,000 when taken from a 
roof, 300,000 in a court and about 400,000 
in a room. In other words, the air of the 
square roilo is 900 per cent thicker than 
in the suburbs, which is in accord with 
the general experience that fogs are both 
more dense and more frequent o^er the 
center than in the outskirts. But what is 
especially interesting is to learn that al- 
though dust is the great carrier of micro 
organisms, there ifi only one of these arti- 
cles per 88,000,000 atoms of dust. Thus it 
is calculated a man could live in the me- 
tropolis for 70 years and only absorb 85,- 
000,000 microbes into his system from the 
air, or about the same number as be drinks 
in half a pint of unboiled milk. Of course 
there are other serious objections to dust, 
but it is something to know that there is 
only one microbe to many millions of 
motes.—London Telegraph.
